The Papal Canons allow Reman Biſhops to abſolve 
from Oaths, diſpenſe with Vows, releaſe perjured 
perſons : It's not to be wondred at to find ſo many 
perjured and faithleſs Papiſts ſwarming in every cor- 
ner of ghe world, being the Devils Brokers. The 
Councel of Conſtaxe over-antd the Emperour Sg |

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mon to' violate his oath, in burning Jobn Fuſs. Gregory 
the 1 3th. in Queen Elizabeth's re arwec the Pa- 
piſts in England, that they might yield obedience to 
the Queen, which n—_ nothing elſe but that 
they might ſwear upon occaſion, and dally with their 
oaths as beſt {eemerh them; Fulius the 2d. maintain- 
ed that the Romulth Biſhops might violate his plight- 
ed faith. . Silverins againſt his oath to the Emperour 
did his beſt-ro- betray the City of Rome 'to the Goths. 
Gregory the 24. having forgotten his oath given'utto 
the Emperour, cauſed Italy to revolt, and confedera- 
ted with the Emperours Enemies. Paſchal the 29. af- 
tera Peace {worn with the Emperour in ſpecial and 
preciſe terms, as ſoon as his Popeſhip had-levied- his 
forces, he charged His Majeſty. Formoſus by break- 
ing his oath, cauſed moſt cruel tragedies. Alexander 
the 6th. for his falſe Faith more infamous than 
Punique was renowned. i Pawl. the 4th. and Pius the 
5th. excommunicated the Engliſh for not revolting 
from their oaths of Allegiance.

Clement the 6th. was evermore careful to keep the 


Chriſtian Princes ar jars, ſo that they could nor pre» 
pare againſt the Tuwks. Alexander the 6th. to make 
good his Supremacy, called in the Tirks ro affift him 
againſt che King of France, Alexander the..3d, ber 


trayed 
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trayed Frederick the Emperour to the Sultan. - Gregory 
tho oth. by his-Letters requeſted the Soldan not to 
make reſticution of the holy Land, but rather to ſlay 
the. Emperour, than warring in the Eaſtern parts. 
7. Mad-men and Tyrants. | 
| John the. 33th. Pope, put out the eyes of his Cardi- 
nals; ſome hedeprived of their congues, ſome of their 
fingers, hands and noles. Boniface the 7th. took John 
the 15th. priſoner, puc out his eyes, committed him to 
priſon, ſtarved him,” and ſo became Maſter of the 
Popedom. Paſchal the 2d. excommunicated Henry 
the 4th. a religious Prince ; provoked his Son to ſe 
in Arms. againſt his Father ; ſo great was his helliſh 
rage againltthe dead carkals of Henry,chat he digged 
it up, "St it out of the Church, that it wanted burial 
for the ſpace of five years. Nicholas the 3d. was aus 
thor of the Sciſilian Maſſacre, the proverb, veſpene fcis 
culxe.  Hrbane the 6th. upon a-treation of a new Car- 
dinal,caft 7 ofthe old into priſon, ſowed:5 in ſacks; 
and caſt them into the Sea. Boniface the 8th. a kworn 
enemy to the Gibilines upon Aſþ-Wedreſday, accord- 
ing tp cuſtom being ro-mmiſter athes unrothepeople, 
che Biſhop of the place being a Gibiline, approached' 
him: His « Holine inſtead . ſprinkling the alhes up-! 


on his head--, he.caft chem wholly into his eyes, fay® 
ing, Romenbr man'that thow' art a Gibiline, - and wuh thi?

a:cruel Tyrant, the Roman Citizens delired him to 
conrinue their ancient priviledges, to reſtore the'Ca- 


piral ; he in ſhew of friendſhip: invited thera to his 
Nephewshoule, they appearing, he murthered'1 1 of 
them, and caſt their dead bodies out at window. In- 
nocent the 4th. curſed Frederick the Emperor, deprived 
him of Imperial dignities, diffolved his people from 
their obedience,put them upon chuſing another. Ste-' 
phanus the 6th. a man of blood againſt the name of 
Farmoſus the Biſhop, being dead, cauled his body to 
be digged up, and diſ-robed him -of all Epiſcopal 
habit; from his right hand he cut officwo of his fingers, 
caſting them into Tiber. Sergius the 3d. of the ſame 
nature, after eight years reſt cauſed the body of the 
ſaid Farmoſus to be digged up, to be-arraigned and 
condemned to capital puniſhment, as if he had' been 
living; from the forefaid hand he cut off the other 
three fingers, cauſing his body to be thrown into-Ti- 
ber, asunworthy of common burial. |

took up St. Paws Sword. Gregory the gth. receiving 


news of the recovery of Jeruſalem, cauſed the Empe- 


rours Embaſſadors to be murthered. Clement the 6th. 
from time to time ſowed occaſions of war and dil- 


cord amongſt the Chriſtian Princes. Clement the 4th. 


not having the fear of God before his eyes,conlented 
that the Noble Emperour Conradus the laſt of the 
Houſe of Swevia, ſhould be publickly beheaded. In- 
nocent the 3d. a grand enemy to Cfar ; Philip this 
Pope uſe to ſay, that either the Pope ſhould take the 
Diadem from Philip, or Philip the Apoſtolick Miter 
from bmocent. Paul the 3d. a great perlecutor 'of 
the Saitts of God, raiſed and fomented the Germane 
War, which proved the deſtruftion of many thou- 
ſand Families. Like him was Alexander the 6th. 
whom the Papiſts affirm to be moſt cruel. Pius the 
5th. and Gregory the 13th. can beſt tell. how the tu- 
mutlrs of France were firſt raiſed,the League confirm- 
ed, the Maſlacre contrived, and the Wars continued, 
9., Traytors and movers of Seditions.

1 3. Inceſtuous Perſons, 

Paul the 3d. to be made Cardinal and Biſhop of 
Oftiz, gave unto Alexander the 6th. Pope, his Siſter to 
be deflowred ; another of his Siſters he kept for his 
own ſtore; ſhe being falſe to him, he poiſoned. 
Another of his Siſters this good-like old Knave ſoli- 
cited to Inceſt and Whoredom. To enjoy his own 
Daughter, in like manner he poiſoned her Husband. 
Alexander the 6ch. 'was familiar with his impudent 
Daughter Lucrecia. John the 1 3th. defiled his Fathers 
Concubine ; ſuch a one was Benedift the 3d. 
| 1.4. Sodomutes. 

Julizs the 2d: this man abuſed wich two young 
Gentlemen, beſides many others. Julius the 3d. uſed 
one bmocent as his Minion, andcreated him Cardinal, 
and abſtained not from the Cardinal himſelf. Leo 
the 1oth. was a lover of Boys. Sixtus the 4th. buile 
a Brothel-houſe at Rome for both Sexes. John the 2 4th. 
accuſed for a Sodomite. Clemens the 7th. was a Ba- 


ſtard, a Poiſoner,a Sodomite,a Geomancer,a Church- . 


robber ; ſuch was Benedift the 3d. and Johnthe 13th. 
and 14th, and Paul the 3d.

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15. Favourites of Whores. 

Viftor the 3d. obtained the Papacy by the help of 
Mrtilda hiz Miſtreſs. Urban the 2d. by the like po- 
licy. Jobn the 11th. by-an impudent Whore Theo« | 
dora, ran the ſame fortune. Paul the 3d.kept a Roll 
of forty five thouſand Whores, who paid him a month- 
ly Tribute. The Ciry of Rome hath ſome hundred 
thouſands of ſouls, a third part accounted like wo- 
men and Church-men.. Sextus the 4th. a bountiful 
benefactor towards Whores; for every Whore paid 
him a Julius, which amounted yearly to four hundred 
thouſand Duckets. Joan the 1 3th. reſtored to the 
Papacy by the power of Whores. Þ on the $th. ſhe 
was firſt called Gilberta, but counterfeiting the viril 
Sex, in the habit of a man went to Athens with a 
Monk ; her Sweert-heart after her great proficiency 
in the Arts, and the death of her: friends,ſhe returned 
to-Rome in diſguiſe, andin all Diſpurations obtained 
the Garland, being admired for her eloquence and 
acute anſwers, gaining the eſteem of all her Audi- 
tory. Leo-being dead, ſhe was choſen Pope, and 
fate two years and ſix months in Peter's Chair; duri 
her Popedom ſhe was got with child by her Chaplain, 
and in a ſolemn Proceſſion fell in travail in the midſt 
of the City ; before all the people ſhe brought forth 
a Son and died. | |

Paul the 3d. Pope, gave his Siſter Julia Ferneſe unto 
Alexander the 6th. to be deflowred. Sextus the 4th. 
an eminent Pander, atteſted by Azrippa, as before 
mentioned. .

Martin the 1 1th. Pope, begat of a common wo- 
man, Son.of a Negromancer. So was ]obn the 1 1th. 
and Jobn the 1 2th. begotten by Sergius upon Marozia, 
a famous Whore. Tem, Jon the 1 4th. Son of Johnthe 
x 2th. Item, Jobn the 1 6th. Son of Leo a Prieſt. Item, 
Benedi#t the gth. Son of Pope Gregory. Item, Sylveſter 
the 3d.

18. Drunkards, 

Leo the tenth, and Nicholas the fifth, were famous 
for the love of their Liquor. 

19. Covetous Perſons. 

The Popes Exchequer ' is like the great Ocean,into 
which all Rivers pay "Tribute, and yer never ſatisfied: 
rae Popes have had out of France nincty hundred thou- 
ſand Crowns ; which Lewis the ninth of France com- 
plains, that his Kingdom was miſerably exhauſted by 
the Knaves. And Matthew Paris in his time did much 


cOom- 
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complain, thatthe wealthy Kingdom of Fnoland was 
miſerably impoverithe by thele Popiſh Knaves, and 
Germany pillaged afterthe ſame faſhion. 
20. Chnrch-Robbers, 

Bopiface the 7th. being not ſafe at Rome, privily 
purloyned the rich "Treaſurers out of St. Peter's 
Church, and fled to Conſtantinople. Clement the 7th.was 
accuſed for perjury, lacriledge, and impoiloning,

From Gregory the gth.Ceſar obtained ablolution for 
an hundred thouſand ounces of gold. Benedi# the gth.

' 22. Ambitious Perſons, 

Jobn the 24th.by ambition obtained the Papacy; he 
was governour of a great Army, unto whom the Fa- 
thers were fain to reſort, to chuſe a new Pope. Jobn 
the 3d. wrote unto the Greeks , that he only was 
Head of the Church, and Chriſt's Vicar ; Grcians 
replyed , we know thy great Authority over, thy 

Subjects ; 
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Subjects ; thy high pride we cannot endure; thy 
avarice we are net able to fatishe ; the Devil 1s 
with thee ; the Lord is with us. Boniface the third 
by that wicked Emperour Phocas, was firſt ſaluted 
Lord and Prince of all Biſhops. Boniface the eighth, 
ſuch was his ambition, he ſuborned certain compa- 
nions to repreſent Angels, with a ſoft voice by night 
to ſound in the Chamber of Celeſtine, chat he ſhould 
voluntarily reſign the Popedom, it he meant to ſave 
his life, which this ſimple Pope performed. This Bo- 
wiface inſtituted the Jubile in the year of our Lord 
1300. promiſing to all people that would viſic Rome, 
remiſſion of all their fias. Upon the firſt day he be- 
ſtowed his pardons ; on the next day he came forth 
attired like an Emperour, a naked ſword born be- 
fore him, with this Acclamation , Behold bere tw3 
ſwords ; this is the riaht I hazve to Kingdoms and Em- 
perours ; theſe are all m my diſpoſition; the Kings of the 
Farth. Unlels they will receive their Kingdoms from 

this holy See, are to be accurled and depoled, Fi- 
_ fally, ke g'oried in his pride, that he-was the Por- 
ter of Heayen, not to be adjudged by man. Adrian 
the 4th. chid Frederick the Emperour for holding his 
left ſtirrup. Stephen the ſecond depoſed Childrick, and 
preferred Pipm, the Pope, ſhaved Childricks Crown, 
and thruſt him iato a Moaaltery, commanded Pipm 


co 
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to lye upon the earth to kiſs his Toe, to hold his 


Horſe by the Bridle. Damaſus the ſecond poiſoned 
his Maſter to obtain the Papacy. Conſtantine the firſt, 
the firſt that gave his foot to be kiſled by an Em- 
perour. Leo the 4th. the firſt that advanced the 
Papal Croſs, and adorned it with precious Stones, 
commanding it to be carried before him.

" Benedit the ninth, Hiſtoriographers do write that 
he was ſeen near a certain Mill by a Hermite in this

2. They believe all Eccleſiaſtical perſons, Biſhops, Pre- 
fates Pricſts, Jeſuits, Monks, Nuns, & all their temporal goods, 
their priviledges and eſtates, are exempred and freed from 
all obedience of Temporal Lords, ſcommands,contributions, 
ſuperioritics, and that imperſonals and real impleadings in 
civil and criminal aQtions; they arc not bound to obey 
Emperours, Kings, or any lay _ Yea Ceſar, 
Kings and Princes ought to entruſt his Fortreſſes rather to 
Ecclcſiaſtical perſons than to lay Captains. 

3. They believe albeit the Pope be a man, yet he is God's 
Vicar on Earth; wherefore Divine honour is due to him, 
and he cannot erre in points concerning Chriſtian Do@tine; 
no, although all other Eccleſiaſtical Fathers, yea and the 
Councels.themſelves, ſhould fall into errour. An Argument 
that from Councels we muſt appeal to the Pope, but nor 
from the Pope to the Councel. 

4. They believe the validity, interpretations and power 
of innovating the Saered Scriptures, reſteth in the bofom of 
the Pope : But His Holineſs decrees as ſimply neceſſary to 
Faith and Salyation,are immutable,forcible and obligatory. 

5. They believe the Conſtitutions, Statutes, Ordinances, 
Parliament Edits, Confederacies, all Letters Patrents of 
Emperours, Kings, Princes, and other Eſtates, which fa- 
vour any other Religion than the moderate Roman , 
ought to be reputed void and of no force, although an 
oath be interpoſed. 

6. They believe that the Romaniſts are to employ their 
utmolt endeavours by fire, ſword, poiſon, powder, plots 

wars, 
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war, or any other Engine to ſupprefs Hereticks, but efpe- 
cially the Lutherans and Cebointſos, with their fayourers. 
And the politick Catholicks who had rather maintain 
Peace, than adjoyn Forces to the Catholick ſide in extir- 
pation of Herefies. 

7. They believe when the Roman Catholick Subjeas in 
their Councels haye decreed that the Emperour, King or 
Prince whom they ſerve, is accounted a Tyrant, then it is 
lawful teremove him, and to hold themſelves from their 
Oath of Allegiance ; but if they be deeme{ to hold their 
Aſſemblies, then it. is granted to every private Subject, 
ryan, to murder ſuch a King or Prince; bur firſt 

e muſt have the advice and counſel ot ſome Jeſuit. 

$. They believe if Subjets have a Lutheran or Catve- 
niſt to their King or Prince, who endeavoureth to bring 
them into Hereſie, you muſt alwaies underſtand what He- 
refie they mean, they are thoſe Subjes quirted of homage 
and fealty towards their Soveraign Maſters to whom it 1s 
lawful and granted, to remove, murder, impriſon ſuch an 
anointed high Magiſlrate. 

9. They believe that Emperours, Kings, Princes, may be 
poiſoned by their vaſlals and ſervants, in caſe Theologi- 
ans or Jeſuits being learned and grave men, do account 
them for Tyrants, provided the concluded party to dic do 
not amend his life. 

10, "They believe the Pope hath the free gift of all the 
Kingdoms, Principalities and Territories ot all Heretical 
and Infidel Princes: And ſuch Donations ſhall be firm and 
available to all conſtructions. 6 

11, They believe it is lawful for Jeſuits and all other 
Catholick Prieſ!s, in caſe they happen to be examined be- 
fore Heretick Kings, Princes, or Magiſtrates, to uſe cquivo- 
cation and mental reſervations, and talſe names, and court. 
terfeit apparel, the better ro inſinuate and carry on their.

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12, They belicve it lawiul for Jeſuits, and ſuch like Ro- 
maniſts rocquivocatetothe demands of Magiſtrates as well 
by Oath, as withour. 

13. They believe that ſuch Catholicks are not bound to 
anſwer private Catholicks from the heart, and with con- 
ſcience, but to cquivocare, and with double meanings, equi- 
vocation, bcing a profitable Art. Theſe be the Principles 
of the Roman Catholicks; from which good Lord deliver
